111 Degrees In Texas; Flash 
Floods In West Virginia And 
Montana Calls Snowplows

Harsh extremes in weather dotted 
the country today — bringing a t­ 
tendant death and destruction. 
There were rain-hungry and rain- 
soaked areas, a few small torna­ 
does, hail, wind and electrical storms. 
In Montana, snowplows were in 
operation.

In the heart of West Virginia’s 
e a s t e r n panhandle flash floods 
forced thousands to flee their homes. 
Entire communities were isolated. 
The north and south branches of 
the Potomac river, fed by torrential 
rain, swirled over their banks, flood­ 
ing wide areas. 
The flash floods gave signs of 
subsiding today but two towns still 
were blocked and further evacua­ 
tions were planned. 
Some Reported Missing 
The crest of the flood, which 
struck last night after torrential 
rams, rolled on northeast towards 
Romney, W. Va., and Cumberland, 
Md. 
Police said there were “uncon­ 
firmed reports” that eight to ten 
persons were missing in the Petera- 
burg-Moorefleld. V. Va., area. Com­ 
munication was difficult, however, 
and police were attempting to verify 
the reports. 
They were unable to confirm a re­ 
port that at least five persons were 


lost in the Moorefield area. 
Two persons were reported miss­ 
ing at Harrisonburg, Va., after a 
flash flood poured a river through 
the heart of Bridgewater, a 1,000- 
population college town Just south­ 
west of this Shenandoah Valley city. 
A woman and her three children 
were reported marooned in a tree, 
their house having swept a mile 
from its foundations through the 
middle of Bridgewater and past the 
Bridgewater college campus. Rescue 
was not immediately possible be­ 
cause of the turbulent waters. 
Texas Sizzles 
A mass of cool air spread over the 
northern Rockies and the northern 
plains states and was expected to 
move into north central state* dur­ 
um; the week-end. The mercury 
didnt climb above 50 at Helena. 
Mont., yesterday. 
But at Presidio. Tex., thermome­ 
ters sizzled at 111. The mercury hit 
above the IOO mark in Arizona and 
New Mexico but rains broke the 
heat spell. 
No immediate relief appeared in 
prospect for the parched northeast­ 
ern section of the country. No rain 
has fallen in central New York state 
for 24 days and New York city 
hasn’t had any rain for 22 days

POTATO TIPBURN AND 
IIOPPERBURN 
Potato growers in general are often 
unable to distinguish between tip- 
burn and hopperburn, two widely 
prevalent diseases which may take a 
heavy toil from tuber yields and 
quality. So closely related in symp­ 
toms and causes, these troubles merit 
careful study by every grower. 
Both tipburn and hopperburn are 
seen first as slight yellowing of the 
leaf margins and tips, followed by 
gradual dying and darkening of af­ 
fected tissues. Usually about half the 
leaf’s area is stricken, rolling up­ 
ward and becoming dry and brittle. 
Tile condition from both ills results 
from deficient moisture within the 
leaf tissues, but there resemblances 
end and the diseases require separ­ 
ate study. 
Tipburn is usually most severe 
during hot, dry weather. Of course, 
potatoes growing in a soil th at lacks 
moisture-holding 
organic 
m atter 
suffer earlier and more critically 
th an do plants amply supplied with 
stored moisture. As gradual loss of 
moisture from the leaf tissues by 
transpiration under the drying ef­ 
fects of high tem perature and hot 
sunshine continues, tipburn spreads. 
It is strictly a dry, hot weather con­ 
dition. Research has established that 
potato plants suffering from such 
virus diseases as leaf roll, spindle 
tuber and perhaps mosaic are more 
susceptible to tipburn ravages than 
healthy plants. 
Hopperburn may occur when rain­ 
fall is adequate and the tem perature 
not excessively htghy a lt hou gh bottr 
dry weather and lent, hot periods 
aggravate 
the 
disease. 
Prim arily 
hopperburn results from feeding by 
leafhoppers. This insect sucks sap 
from the midrib and other main 
leaf veins, thereby causing a lack 
ol tissue moisture not unlike the 
condition resulting from dry, hot 
w eather as found iii tipburn. But ap­ 
parently all the browning and kill­ 
ing effects in hopperburn do not 
follow solely I rom tire insect’s feed­ 
ing. Observation and research in-

dicate th a t the leafhopper injects 
some strangely unknown toxin into 
the leaf veins, and this toxic sub­ 
stance, whatever it is, may cause 
the burning more extensively than 
the actual loss of sap. 
Prevention and control measures 
necessarily do not end with actual 
combat measures. 
In the case of 
tipburn prevention must begin with 
choice of soils and soil preparation 
and continue with any practices that 
tend to keep potatoes amply sup­ 
plied with m oisture and the soil 
tem perature as cool as possible. With 
hopperburn the “m ust” emphasis is 
placed on complete extermination 
of leafhoppers throughout the grow­ 
ing season. 
As often stressed here, potato 
crops, both total yield and tuber 
quality, are determ ined by tile num­ 
ber and vigor of leaves developed 
and kept thriving on tile plants un­ 
til the tubers are matured and the 
tops die back naturally. Herein is 
seen the im portance of preventing 
tipburn and hopperburn ravages. 
In most cases the regular 10-day 
applications of Bordeaux mixture 
recommended to prevent blights and 
other fungous diseases of potatoes 
will repel leafhoppers by the copper 
residue on the foliage. But where 
these pests persist despite the Bor­ 
deaux mixture, they should be killed 
off at once with a special applica­ 
tion 
of 
pyrethrum -sulphur 
dust. 
This is easily prepared at home by 
mixing I ounce <5 level tablespoon­ 
fuls) of fresh pyrethrum powder 
(containing 1.3 percent pyrethrlns) 
with 1*4 pounds of superfine dust­ 
ing sulphur. Apply so the potato 
foliage Is uniform ly coated. Repeat 
the applicator! as often as necessary 
to keep leafhoppers killed off.

Meanwhile, leaders of the pro-Tito 
“Slovene Liberation Front,” a m in­ 
ority group supporting Yugoslavia’s 
territorial claims against Austria, 
have been called to Vienna for an 
emergency conference with officials 
of the Yugoslav legation.
